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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On page 1 0, of the remarks the applicant has 
argued that Conzola does not disclose expressly a monitoring bore arranged to penetrate in order to monitor the object. The examiner 
disagrees and points out that since penetrate is broadly defined as to pass into or through the monitoring bore (inside of 20) penetrates 
(passes into the space close to the object to be examined) in order to monitor the object. The examiner maintains that Windross and 
Conzola are related art in that they both are concerned with illuminating a surface and both utilize the same means for delivering light, i.e. 
fiber optics. The examiner also maintains that replacing an existing light source with LEDs is obvious since it is well known that LEDs are 
longer lasting, consume less power, and are more rugged than traditional light sources. In response to the Applicant's argument that the 
Examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgement on 
obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only 
knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned 
only from applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392; 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 
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
